Old Jail is temporary home for

ver a dozen aquatic 
animals have been 
sentenced to six 


months in Dubuque's Old 
County Jail awaiting the open- 
ing of the National Missis- 
sippi River Museum and 
Aquarium next May. 

A staff of five aquarists trans- 
formed the Old County Jail 
basement into a temporary 
aquatic center. Animals col- 
lected from all over the coun- 


try will be prepared for their 


new home. This includes sev- 
eral alligators, turtles, snakes 
and a 90-pound catfish! 

“It's just like collecting arti- 
facts for an art gallery. They 
collect animals. They are our 
‘artifacts’ for the museum,” 
said Teri Goodmann, devel- 
opment director for the 


Museum and Aquarium who . 


now shares her office building 
with the wildlife. 

Large plastic tubs with dif- 
ferent habitats have been set 
up for the different species in 
every open space of the base- 
ment. Head Aquarist Lee 
Jackson said that the Old Jail 
is quickly getting full so a sec-

ond location will be used. 

Jackson explained that it is 
not early to be collecting the 
animals despite what many 
think. “There is a thorough 
process the animals must go 
through to ensure their safety 
and health in their new home,” 
he said. 

This includes being quaran- 
tined for at least 30 days, 
being checked for parasites, 
adjusting to captivity and get- 
ting used to the food they will 
be eating while at the aquari- 
um. 

“T think it's really neat having 
the animals here,” said Dawn 
Howes, development assistant 
for the aquarium. “I have got- 
ten to see a lot of things I 
never have seen before like a 
snake giving live birth. I didn't 
even know they could do 
that.” : 

When the National 
Mississippi River Museum 
and Aquarium is finished next 
spring, the animals will be 
transferred into five freshwa- 
ter aquariums: a backwater 
marsh, a flooded bottomland 
forest, the main channel, an 
otter pond and a delta bayou 
swamp. 


The Mississippi 
River Museum 
and Aquarium is 
currently under 
construction. Over 
a dozen aquatic 
animals are await- 
ing its completion 
in the Old County 
Jail.

Each of these aquariums will 
show aquatic animal and plant 
life found in different regions 
of the Mississippi. One salt- 
water aquarium will have

iums are diving ducks, sting 
rays and paddlefish, which 
date back to the age of the 
dinosaurs and are only found 
in two places in the world, one 
of which is the Mississippi.

as making the river a more - 


central part of the Dubuque

According to the 2001 Census, the 
poverty level of Americans is 
determined by the size of the fam- 
ily and their. basic expenses. 
(Geographic location has no 
impact on determining poverty 
level.) 

For example, in 2001, a family of 
four with two children had to make 
a household income of at least $17, 
960 to be above the poverty limits, 
A single parent with two children 
would have to make at least $14, 
269. 

To a college graduate, a $20,000- 
a-year-salary seems incredibly 
low. An entire family living off an 
income lower than this is hard to 
imagine, but it is reality to many. 
And, according to Horizon maga- 
zine, more than one-half of the 
people that suffer from poverty 
have children to support. 

Dubuque has several organiza- 
tions that provide meals and shel- 
ter for poverty stricken residents. 
Some of these are St. Stephen’s 
Food Bank, Dubuque Rescue 
Mission, and St. Joseph’s Mission 
Worker Parish. 

The Dubuque Rescue Mission 
provides temporary homes and 15 
meals a week to families in need.

Colleges take initiative 
in fighting date-rape drugs 


To help prevent student assault, 
major universities all over the 
country are giving out date-rape 
drug test kits. 

More than 70,000 people ages 18 
to 24 are victims of alcohol-relat- 
ed violence or sexual assault each 
year. Many were under the influ- 
ence of alcohol or drugs at the 
time of the incident. 

Roughly 65 universities in the 
United States are giving out test

kits that detect a number of drugs 
that are used in many date-rape 
“cases. 

Date-rape drugs are clear, odor- 
less and tasteless chemicals that 
when slipped into a drink cause 
the victim to lose motor control 
and consciousness. Once drugged, 
victims are often unable to move 
or even speak. When they wake 
hours later they have little or no 
memory of what has happened. 

Most kits can test about three 
drinks and will fit in a jean pock- 
et. Just dip a strip of the kit into a 
drink for about one second. If the 
strip turns orange or blue, there is 
a chemical present.

1983: Apple launched the LISA*, which (at 
$10,000) was also a failure. It had a cool 
name, though! 

*Both the Xerox Star and the Apple LISA had 
a graphical user interface, making them the 
first user-friendly PCs. Instead of typing in 
complicated codes and commands, users 
could choose selections from a menu or point 
and click with a mouse. 

1984: Apple introduced the hugely successful 
Macintosh. The Mac incorporated the best 
features of the LISA, including clickable 
icons, a mouse, and a convenient all-in-one 


pies in use since the late seventies. The CD- 
ROM was introduced and Microsoft devel- 
oped the first version of Windows, giving 
other PCs the same point-and-click technolo- 
gy as the Mac. 

1985: With 4096 colors and stereo sound, the 
new Commodore Amiga PC was considered 
quite advanced for its day. 

1987: Microsoft brought out its improved 
Windows II. 

Late 1980s: Computers were now split into 2 
different kinds: those that were Macs and 
those that weren't. All non-Mac computers 
were lumped together under the heading of
